But the inter- 
pretation of the New York statute 
is much broader than in California 
and so in spirit, at least, the Em- 
ire State adheres to the venerable 

lish practice. 
Nor is the New York etatute 
specific in prohibiting an express- 
ion of opinion by the judge on the 
facts and such comment by him is 


not challenged unless he goes to the 


extent of assuming the functions 
of an advocate for one side or the 
other.
